The »vv "Pinger" Prayer Book. 


lenry Frowde, of Oxford university, 


iiasdoMgneil.i scries of prayer books, the 
nmelty and merit of which consist alike 
in their diminutive size and the beauty 
i if their binding. It is difficult to believe 
that a book of nearly 700 pages will go 
into the waistcoat pocket or into the purse, 
but such is the delicacy of the workman- 
ship and the compactness of the binding 
that no difficulty will be found in such a 
method of carriage. The tiny volume, 
bound in morocco and velvet, which Mr. 
Frowde has called the "Finger" praye' 
book, weighs about three-quarters of an 
ounce, is only one inch in breadth, three 
and a half inches in length and one-third 
of an inch in thickness. To get 670 pages 
and two morocco covers into the thick- 
ness of one-third of an inch is a marvel 
of paper making and binding. One speci- 
men is contrived to hang on the chate- 
laine; a case is made of silver, consisting 
of a double cross, one for each of the vel- 
vet covers.of the book, and this both adds 
to the beauty of the volume and serves to 
keep it in a compact form. A ring is 
added, which serves for attachment to a 
chain. An edition is also issued without 
the calendar and the occasional services, 
thus reducing the thickness by one-third 
and the weight to about half an ounce.— 
London Timea

PARISIAN MEAT MARKETS. 


Some of the Trick* of the Merchants—How 


Their Prlc«§ Tftry. 


Though it may seem an easy job to 


drop into half a dozen shops and by a 
few smart questions ascertain the price 
of provisions in Paris, the task, how- 
ever, is not quite so easy as at first sight 
appears. In the price of meat, for in- 
stance, there is ns standard apparent. 
If you ask the price of a leg of mutton 
in the Saint Honore quarter, the butcher 
will let you have the joint at about 
twenty-four cents a pound. 
In the 


Champs Elysees quarter I have been 
asked, at a fashionable butcher's, for a 
similar joint, thirty-eight cents, under 
pretext that it was pre sale—lamb fed 
on salt marshes, or Southdown, which 
is mere humbug. I have dined in the 
evening with a French family in the 
Montmartre quarter, and on admiring 
the toothsomeness of the t'got—which 
the French roast to perfection—I have 
been informed it there cost eighteen 
cents a pound I Now mark that these 
three precisely similar joints were each 
bought in a butcher's shop, and not bar- 
gamed for in a market, where competi- 
tion often lowers the price. Yet even in 
these three cases I found a difference of 
above 100 per cent. 


These fashionable dealers lay out their 


meat in the most tempting manner on 
white marble slabs. It is cut into the most 
,enticing portions, and displayed in such 
a clean and delicate way as to render the 
Bight of it a pleasing object. The shopa 
In which these ruby colored, dainty bita 
are sold are, for the most part, lined with 
white tiles, which give them a very clean 
appearance. The outside is highly gilt, 
with red railings,and thefavorito joints, 
guch as the legs of mutton, are hung up 
in rows, enveloped, like bouquets, in cut 
paper, and decorated with green bay 
leaves and pink paper roses. 
Artificial 


flowers are strewed amongst loins and 
shoulders of mutton; and cutlets, divest- 
ed of gross fat, lie ready to bo dressed, 
•while every other object likely to hide 
and overcome the unsightliness of the 
trade is cunningly paraded to in viler cus- 
tom. I have even seen a small calf, 
opened and thoroughly cleansed, hung 
up in a. most becoming manner, while a 
%eil of apparently fine lace, entirely 
made, or rather cut, out of a certain por- 
tion of its inside, has been gracefully 
thrown over the carcass. 


The meat eaten in Paris is divided into 


two parts—that brought as livestock, 
slaughtered and cut up in the Paris abat- 
toirs, or slaughter houses, and that cut 
up in the provinces, the coarse pieces of 
which are eaten on the spot, and the 
best forwarded by express tram to the 
Ilalles, or Central markets, and from 
there sent to tho butchers' bhops. 


The charcutier, or pork butcher, fol- 


lows a trade almost unknown to us. At 
his bhop every object of pig meat, potted 
meat and other appetizing articles for 
breakfast and lunch may be purchased, 
as well as turkeys, capons, and even par- 
tridges stuffed with truffles, at certain 
seasons of the year. You can here buy a 
single slice of ham or a sausage, cooked 
or uncooked. You may purchase a first 
rato pato do Strasburg for $5, or obtain a 
slice of it for twenty cents. Truffles, 
olives, sardines, tongues and cotelettes 
of every description, pigs' feet, bread 
crumbed and truffled, lie ready for imme- 
diate cooking; cold roast pork, sausages 
made of wild boar, and a hundred other 
luxuries tempt you, and always stand en- 
ticingly placed to whet your appetite. 


Tho average market price of pork last 


year was sixteen cents a pound. As for 
the meat, this is, of course, the wholesale 
price current by auction at the central 
markets. 


Fish, though it may appear extraor- 


dinary, can be found even fresher here 
than in London. Since the establish- 
ment of railways all the French fishing 
towns-have apparently agreed to send up 
somo nine-tenths of their take to the 
French metropolis. Add to this an al- 
most incredible supply daily received 
from England and Belgium, as well as tho 
produce of the French rivers, and the 
ample quantities of this delicacy may, to 
a certain extent, be accounted f or.—Paria 
Letter in New York Star.

The Care of fine Books. 


A representative of The American 


Analyst called upon a well known biblio- 
pole of New York city for information 
respecting the care of fine books. 
A 


book, said tho expert, is a delicate or- 
ganization, whose foes are perpetually 
endeavoring to destroy it, and its foes 
are simply legion. Water, moisture or 
dampness, on tho one band, and exces- 
sive dryness on the other, are both ex- 
tremely injurious. A high temperature 
dries paper, parchment and leather, and 
renders them very brittle. In the oppo- 
site direction, great cold affects books in 
the same manner, but to a much smaller 
extent. For this reason a Swede or a 
Canadian has a harder time with hia 
library than a Frenchman, an English- 
man or an American. 


Bnt tho hardest time of all is experi- 


enced by the residents of hot climates 
like southern India, Egypt, Brazil and 
Colombia. 
Another dangerous enemy 


to oil books ia what is usually termed 
mold. This is not a simple vegetable 
growth, as is popularly believed. Micro- 
Bcopists have discovered over 100 species 
of mold with which libraries are afflict- 
ed. Some attack paper; others parch- 
ment; some fatten on sheepskin, while 
others prefer morocco for a diet. There 
is hardly a substance of any sort need in 
bookmaiing but what has anywhere 
from two to ten different molds, which 
find in it a home or a source of nourish- 
ment. Insects are a cause of endless 
trouble. Flies and spiders merely soil 
*x>oks; moths and butterflies lay eggs 


Men hatch into voracious and destruct- 
•» larvae. These do any amount of 


damage.

the alleged ballot-box contract and the 
Cincinnati forgeries during the recent 
gubernatorial campaign in Ohio, began 
Its sessions yesterday morning, with Mr. 
Mason, of Illinois, in the chair. 
Repre- 


sentative Struble, who is suffering 
from la grippe, was the only member 
of the committee absent. Mr. Mason 
opened the proceedings by laying before 
the committee a communication from 
Senators Sherman, Stookbridgo and Mc- 
Phereon and Representatives Butter- 
worth, Breckinridge, of Kentucky; Mo- 
Klnla' and Jmtin E. Whiting, request- 
ing that, as It was desirable to have a 
lull and Impartial investigation, they 
would like Representative Groavenor 
to aid In examining witnesses and ren- 
der other assistance. The request was 
granted, and Representative Grosveuor 
said that a.l of the gentlemen who ware 
concerned in the matters in hand de- 
sired to testify. 


Representative McKinley, of Ohio, 


was the first witness. The chairman 
presented a paper dated "Washington, 
July 2, 1888" (the forged ballot-box sub- 
scription list), and ask«d if the witness 
had ever seen the paper, and if the 
name "Wm. McKinley, Jr.," signed to 
it was his own signature. Mr. MoKin- 
ley said he saw a paper similar In ap- 
pearance for the flrst time about a month 
ago; 
Representative 
Butterworth 


showed it to him. The signature was 
not his own. He knew nothing about 
the matter except what was In the 
newspapers, and never heard of the Bal- 
lot-box bill until the last campaign. 


Judge Justin Harman, of Cincinnati, 


who was counsel for Governor Campbell 
in the ballot-box forgery case, was next 
called. He was shown the paper dated 
"Washington, July 2, 1888," and asked 
to tell all he knew about it. The wit- 
ness had never seen the paper before. 
He said that James E. Murray had 
called on him after the forged paper ap- 
peared in a Cincinnati newspaper and 
said the 
paper was a forgery 
and 


had 
been 
got 
up 
in 
his 
office. 


He 
secured 
three 
affidavits 
that 


day. 
Tho next day he called on 


Mirrat Halstead.at the office of the Com- 
mercial-Gazette, and demanded to see 
the paper. Mr. Halsteadsaid the paper 
was in the Safe Deposit Company's 
vault, but he produced^ photographic 
reproduction of it. The witness told 
Mr. Halstead the paper was a forgery.and 
th» matter was allowed to rest for twen- 
ty-four hours. The next morning Mr. 
Halstead published his retraction In the 
Commerolal-Gaiette.

morning he received a note from Mr. 
HUlstead stating that he had become con- 
vinced fchat the paper was a forgery, ftnd. 
he hop*d that every effort would be 
made to probe the affair. 


In answer to a question from Genera] 


Qrosvsnor, Judge Harman said that as 
the names of those who were implicated. 
in the ballot-box affair had never been 
brought forward, he did not care to drag 
them out. At tho time the forgery was 
discovered he purposely omitted the 
names of all except Governor Campbol] 
from the» affidavit, which he showed 
to

him Mr 
Halstead said 


he had become suspicious regarding 
the paper on the afternoon of the day 
the forged paper appeared in his jour- 
nal. He never ascertained uhere Mf. 
Halstead secured the forged paper.

forger, Wood, had claimed that the 
paper was got up merely as a scheme by 
which, what is known as tho "Top letter," 
a document that might do damage to 
the Republican cause, could be traded 
for It. 


Amos Smith, jr., collector of custoiB* 


at Cincinnati.said hs first sa* the paper 
at the Republican State headquarters 
at Columbus. He expressed his opinion 
at the time that the paper was not genu- 
ine. At the request of some of his 
friends he took tln> letter to Mr. Hal- 
stead, who seemed to think the paper 
genuine. 
He afterwards ascertained 


that Mr. Halstead had seen the paper 
previously. 


Ex-Governor Foraker was the next 


witness. He had come In after the in- 
vestigation had begun, and was warmly 
greeted by several of those in the room.

Election of Officers-A Saroattlo Parody 


on the Butler Bill. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 
17.—At yesterday's 


Retsion of the Afro-American convention 
the following officers wereelected: Pres- 
ident, W. A. Pledger, Georgia; vice- 
presidents: J. A. lirockett, Massachu- 
setts; J. H. Davis.

Wisconsin; S. P. Rus- 


sell, Missouri; A. S. Babnett, Nebraska; 
T. T. Simmons, District of Columbia; 
,J. Q. Adams, Minnesota; E. W. Moore, 
Illinois, and one from each of the other 
States represented; secretary, J. H. Pel- 
ham, Missouri; assistant secretary, H. 
C. Smith; chaplain, Rev. A. Johnson. 


The newly-elected president was es- 


corted' to the chair and made a speech 
upon the negro question. 


Just before the noon adjournment, H. 


.C. Astwood, of New York, introduced a 
resolution, which was referred to tho 
committee on resolutions.

«nay desire to sattle elsewhere In other more 
favored States, free from Afro-American ma- 
jorities, tne means to do so. 


Senators Morgan, of Alabama; Hamp- 


ton, of South Carolina, and (Sibson, of 
Louisiana, are recommended for the 
"Moses" to lead the unhappy people out 
of the States of their misfortune. 


The rules were suspended and the 


resolution wat unanimously passed and 
and ordered sent to Washington. 


The afternoon session was a brief one, 


and was devoted to the reading of com- 
munications received by the secretaries 
Fifteen letters from Afro-Americans, 
prominent In different States in the 
South, were read. 
Among them was. 


one from Judge Albion W. Tourgee, in 
which he advised the convention not to 
issue an address to tho country, but to 
coatent themselves with organizing and 
making preparations to raise money for 
tje education of poor negroes in the 
South, and to aid in securing the right 
sort of legislation from Congress. lie 
suggested 
that 
tho 
Afro-American 


League should be n. sf-fret organization 
in order that its members mignt not b* 
in danger of murder and outrage in the 
South. 


R. G. Still, of Pennsylvania, moved to 


refer the letter to the committee on 
constitution and by-laws, that the mem- 
bers of the committee might uso such 
of the suggestions as they saw fit. 
This proposition was opposed by several 
delegates on the ground that Judge 
TourgeB was not an Afro-American, and 
that it was time for the negroes to show 
that they could get along without any 
help from white men. 


The motion to rofpr tho letter to tho 


constitution committee was finally car- 
ried, the dissenting voices being few.

Ex-Mayor Franklin Priest died in Chi- 


cago this morning at 8:15, after a long 
illness, aged 71 years. His death was not 
entirely unexpected, for he has been ill 
for a long time. Several months since 
Mr. Priest went to Chicago to be treated 
for a disease of the kidneys which had 
been pronounced incurable, and though 
he seemed at times to rally, it was only 
for a very brief period. His life was a 
long and busy one, and he was for years 
one of the mcst prominent figures in 
Decatur's history. He was several times 
honored by being called to fill positions 
of public trust, and each time discharged 
his duties in a conscientious and faithful 
manner. 
His more active life ceased 


only when his weight of years prevented, 
and to the last he enjoyed to the fullest 
extent the confidence of those who knew 
him. 
A brief sketch of his life follows: 


Franklin Priest was born inParishville, 


St. Lawrence county, N. Y., February 20, 
1818. Here he grew to manhood and in 
1840 in company with his brother, John, 
came to Illinois and settled in Springfield. 
In that city he continued in business for 
twelve years when he came to Decatur. 
He at once went in to the milling business, 
conducting both a saw and grist mill, the 
site of these being where the tray factory 
now stands, on East Decatur street. At 
the time of the building of the Wabash 
railroad he owned five saw mills in vari- 
ous parts of the state and was one of the 
heavy contractors in furnishing that road 
with ties and in building its bridges. 
His partner in these experiences was a 
gentleman named Eastman, the firm be- 
ing Priest & Eastman. He sold his in- 
terests in these mills and m '63 bnilt a 
distillery which he conducted fifteen 
years when the establishment was de- 
stroyed by fire. It was never rebuilt. In 
1873 he went into the hotel business, and 
what is now the New Deming, became 
widely known as Priest's hotel. 
This 


business he sold in 1881. In 1878 he 
built a street railway from the depot west 
on Cerro Gordo street to Main street' 
and thence south to the old square. These 
tracks were torn 
up 
and removed 


to 
Texarkana, 
Texas, 
in 188G, 


where he established a street rail- 
way 
which 
he 
afterwards 
sold. 


The last years of his life have not been 
devoted to active business life. Mr. 
Priest 
was 
three 
times 
married.

Pike, 
whom 
he 
married 
at 


Painesville, Ohio, in 1844. 
To this 


union three children were born, George 
R., Mary S. and J. F. Priest. These last 
two survive him. J. F. resided here; the 
daughter, Mrs. Mary S. O'Neal, resides 
in Chicago, His only other surviving rel- 
ative ia Fred W. Priest, a brother who re- 
sides 
in 
Mechanicsburg, 
Sangamon 


county. Volney T, Priest, another both- 
er, died near Helena, Mont., about two 
weeks ago. Mrs. Priest died in Septem- 
ber, 1851. In March, 1856, he married 
Miss Abngnil J. Priest, his second cousin, 
fit Littleton, Muss. 
Khe bore him two 


children, neither of whom is living. 
The 


second wife died iu the month of January, 
1884. 
Ilis lust wife he wedded in 


Decatnr . bout two years ago. She wns 
Mary S. Sheridan, and suivives him, 
being with him at the time of his death. 


Mr. Priest watj a Democrat in political 


faith, but WIIH four times elected mayor 
on an independent or citizens' ticket. 
First in IHlu, af?nin in 186G, in 1870, and 
in 1874. lie afterwards became a prohi- 
bitionist ami us one was elected on n 
party ticket in 1878. He also served as 
alderman in 18(51 und 18C2.

The Supervisors. 


At the state meeting of the supervisors 


held in Bloomington this week, the fol- 
lowing subject was discussed at length: 
"Resolved that the police system of the 
state should be taken out of the hands of 
sheriffs, and put under the control of the 
state authorities." 
It was argued in fa- 


vor of this that it was bad enough for a 
man to have property stolen, without be- 
ing put to the additional expense of hunt- 
ing it up. The crime is one against the 
community fully as much as against the 
individual, and therefore the community, 
as represented by the state officers, should 
interest itself in capturing the thief. 
The question of regular periodical exam- 
inations of the books of county officers, 
extending back to the beginning of the 
incumbency of preseut officials wns dis- 
cussed at length, but no action was taken 
thereon. The following are the princi- 
pal recommendations embodied in the 
resolutions adopted by the convection: 
That the state establish B system of state 
police for the apprehension of criminals 
with a central head at Springfield, and 
consisting of.sheriffs and town constables; 
that money be taxed on the same basis 
us other personal property; that the state 
take care of all the insane, whether cura- 
ble or incurable; that a legal verdict may 
be rendered by five-sixths of a jury; (hat 
the question of supporting pnupers by 
townships instead of counties be sub- 
mitted to the people; that the Australian 
system of balloting be adopted; that nil 
mortgages be taxed, whether owneu in 
the county or out of it; that bn;,rds of 
supervisors appoint overseers of the poor 
in all towns of over 4,000 inhabitants. 
The next session will be held ut Spring- 
field.

DESCRIPTION OF A BATTLE BETWEEN 


WOLVES AND ELKS. 


Several Banchen of Southern Oregon Start 


Out on a Hunt After the Karmlmt of 
Their Sheep Flock»and Meet With an Ei- 
eltlnE Adventure. 
The owners of the large sheep ranches 


in the vicinity of Linkville, Ore., have 
been BO much annoyed by the depreda- 
tions committed by the white wolf in 
their herds that a grand hunt for these 
daring marauders was organized. The 
white wolf of southern Oregon is tbe 
fiercest animal—not even excepting the 
bear—to be found in the country, and is 
a formidable looking beast, often attain- 
ing five feet in length and nearly as large 
as a yearling calf. His strength and 
ferocity are remarkable, and his courage 
undaunted. 


Knowing him to be a rather tough cus- 


tomer to tackle at close quarters, the 
hunting party, which consisted of half a 
dozen of the neighboring stock owners 
and a correspondent of The Independent, 
went thoroughly armed against him with 
hunting knives, revolvers and rifles. The 
canning of the animal in evading pursuit 
is incredible, and after chasing a couple 
ill night we found ourselves no nearer 
than before, so just at daybreak a halt 
was decided upon and breakfast was 
paten under an immense pine growing in 
a narrow glen between two rocky crags 
about a quarter of a mile or a little more 
in length and through which a little shal- 
low stream trickled over a pebbly bottom. 


We kept as quiet as possible, for the 


tracks of different animals in the sandy 
banks of the stream showed that it was 
a frequent resort of wild beasts, and 
sure enough before the meal was finished 
we felt the ground begin to tremble 
under the tread of an approaching band 
of some large animals. Quick as thought 
re had dispersed and taken up stations 
about two hundred yards apart in the 
underbrush, which was dense enough to 
conceal us completely, and yet admit of 
us getting a good view of the game. 


We had scarcely time to freely breathe 


before the lower growth of trees closing 
the entrance of the little vale parted and 
the form of a huge elk appeared, advanc- 
ing proudly toward the stream we had 
just left. 
A nobler looking creature 


thau the elk found on the Pacific coast, 
with his stately antlers, such as the 
hunters of the eastern states have no 
conception of, and his dainty tread and 
sensitive nostrils, cannot well be im- 
agined. The fine fellow I have spoken 
of advanced cautiously, sniffing the air 
with the excitement of buspicion, but he 
had already passed our most distant out- 
post, so, apparently thinking return 
equally hazardous, ho brushed forward 
and was followed the next moment by 
u herd—our-, two, six, ten—it was im- 
possible to fount them. 


But l>efore our rifles could be brought 


to the bhoulder a new actoV appeared on 
the scene. A white wolf, quite six feet 
in length, and the largest tho writer of 
this article ever saw, came howling from 
the belt of sum!! timber already spoken 
of, howling frightfully, and bprang on a 
fawn drinking near its mother, which 
screamed loudly as the »olf bore it to 
the ground. This seemed to be the sig- 
nal for the rest of the band to appear, 
and they came yelping down the glen in 
pairs and threes, their bloodbbot eyes 
and gaping mouths, with smoking, loll- 
ing tongues, proclaiming that they were 
hungry. Inspired by the same feeling 
of curiosity to see what would come of 
the wolves during the attack every man 
forbore to interfere and quietly watched 
the combat that ensued. 


For the elks, which had at first scarce- 


ly seemed to comprehend the intentions 
of the wolves, soon collected themselves, 
and, 
tossing their great heads, began to 


paw the earth with their fore feet, mak- 
ing the air resound with their wild and 
furious bellowing. They formed a circle 
about the wolves that had crowded 
around the body of the prostrate fawn 
and presented to them a formidable ram- 
part of bristling heads. This circle nar- 
rowed and narrowed until it completely 
inclosed the wolves, that now began to 
realize their danger, for they left their 
prey, plunging forward at a deer with 
snapping jaws and snarling in a fright- 
ful manner that revealed their sharp, 
gleaming teeth. But their ferocious on- 
slaught was received on the lowered ant- 
lers, that in turn struck at them and sent 
them howling back for a few moments, 
but only to return again to the attempt 
to break through the bristling wall of 
their antagonists. This performance was 
repeated again and again, the elks clos- 
ing together nearer and nearer at each 
repetition, until they finally assumed the 
offensive altogether and began to attack 
the wolves with hoof and horn. For a 
few minutes the scene was one resem- 
bling pandemonium. The plunging and 
leaping of the maddened-trapped wolves 
and the steady rising and striking of the 
bodies of the deer, with howls of pain 
intermingled with the shrieks of rage and 
fearful snarling, made it an occasion 
never to be forgotten by any who were 
present. As one of the wolves, making 
a desperate dash for liberty, broke at last 
from the circle and fled down the valley, 
Mr. T 
, who was my next neighbor in 


the brush, sent a shot after trial, but it 
was apparently without effect, and was 
likewise wholly unnoticed by the elks. 


In half an hour the combat was ended, 


and the fury of the elks being appeased 
—as it might well have been, for they 
had killed the last one of the wolves— 
they withdrew so that we could see the 
torn and bleeding bodies of the wolves 
that lay scattered about the dead fawn. 
The deer began now to betray their old 
uneasiness at our hidden presence, and 
we, judging it was time to have some 
sport in our own behalf, sent a volley of 
shot into them. Three of the beautiful, 
stately creatures fell plunging to the 
ground in the death agony.—Helens 
(Mont.) Enterprise.

Nature an account of a tame puma which 
was exhibited in Montana. Mr. Wittich, 
the owner of the puma, had devoted 
eighteen months to the training of the 
animal Proofs of this training were 
given one evening at the store of the 
owner. 


The beast not having been fed for 


twenty-four hours, its master trailed 
pieces of raw meat over her nose and 
mouth, whioh the puma did not attempt 
to eat until the word was given, as to a 
dog. Occasional attempts were made, 
but a twist of the ear by Mr. Wittich 
was enough to control her. 


When meat was placed a few yards 


Onaj, the puma fetched it by word ol 
command, and permitted the meat to 
be taken from her mouth by her master, 
who fondled her as he would a cat. 


A very fine dog, a cross between a 


pure setter and a pure St. Bernard, 5 
years old, named Bruce, is on inti- 
mate and even affectionate terms with 
the puma, who allowed him to removo 
meat placed upon her jaws, and to eat 
it. On one occasion the puma, who is 
often allowed to range the house, the 
dog and Mr. Wittich slept together ir 
the same bed, and the master was wak- 
ened by the puma attacking some one 
who came to rouse him in the early 
morning. 


When the puma is tied up, the dog 


goes to sleep alongside her, and kisses 
her, and the puma responds with a 
short, sharp bark of greeting.

streets of the town, but has torn to 
pieces several strange dogs when unac 
companied by her friend Bruce. 


Mr. Wittich believes that this is the 


only puma known to be in captivity am 
comparatively tame. 
In training her 


he has chiefly used the whip. 
Her 


memory is short, and three weeks' in 
termission of the performance necessi 
tales much extra trailing and trouble.
